Unfortunately, there have been re- 
ports circulated regarding different 
phases of Weather Modification by 
those who know little of the subject 
There are also rumors, on being pas- 
sed from person to person, that be- 
come unreliable pieces of informa- 
tion.

Therefore, information coming only 
from undisputed sources should be 
considered, 

There is actually only one such 
source available on the continent. 
That source is the U.S. Weather Con- 
trol Commission as set up by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower two years ago. This 
group consists of unprejudiced Met- 
eorologists, agriculturists and statis- 
tians, who were appointed to make 
a complete evaluation of weather 
modification activities for the people 
of the United States, It is pertinent 
to note that this Commission, using 
electronic computers, and evaluating 
projects which have, in some cases, 
operated consecutively for six years, 
required two years of study before 
making any official statements. 

Since this group is qualified to 
make statements regarding the suc- 
cess or failure of weather modifica- 
tion operations, and since it is the 
only positive source available to us, 
We must make our decision from

Why Endanger 
The Wheat Board? 


To the suggestion that the best 


Sistance to prairie grain producers is 
to make cash advances on farm- 
stored grain available through the 
Canadian Wheat Board, the Farm 
and Ranch Review makes the follows 
ing comments: 


“If the Wheat Board undertook 
to carry out a plan of Cash advances 
it would presumably have to rely on 
the 5,400 agents of country elevators 
to be “local bankers.” Their job 
would be to authorize the advancing 
of money belonging to farmers (not 
the government) on a whole sale 
scale, Imagine the confusion and 
chaotic conditions which well might 
ensue! The ultimate result might 
bring the Wheat Board into such dis- 
repute that its usefulness would be 
ended, We do not think the grain 
producers want that to happen. 

“It took fifteen years of struggle 
for the Western farmers to get a 
Wheat Board. Without the Board 
the grain producers of the West 
would now be in a perilous financial 
position, with the world wheat carry- 
over at peak levels and exporting 
nations struggling for export mar- 
kets. This is no time to endanger the 
very existence of an organization 
Which has been the only bulwark 
against bankruptcy available to the 
grain producers of Western Canada.” 


The Farm and Ranch Review sug- 

gests that if the system of cash ad- 
vances were employed, it would be 
preferable to set up a separate gov- 
ernment agency somewhat along the 
lines of the Commodity Credit Corp- 
j oration in the United States. That 
government bureau works with local 
farm boards elected by farmers in 
supervising loans to farm people.

Seeding methods are important, 
firstly the seed bad should be firm, 
loose soil Will in many Cases not give 
a satisfactory stand, The depth of 
seeding is important, although suc- 
cuess in depth sometimes varies due 
to the season, a general rule is to 
seed shallow. This is especially true 
in legume and small grass seeds, they 
do best when surface seeded. In the 
case of brome and fescue satisfactory 
stands will result from seeding with 
the grain, but avoid seeding too deep 

Do not mix inoculated legume seed 
with mercuric compound treated 
grain such as cerosan and leytosan 
as these compounds will kill the 
culture. 

Considering the above factors and 
seeding the forage crops at recom- 
mended rates, reduce the rate of 
seeding the companion grain crop 
by on-third, successful stands wilt 
be realized,

TREE PLANTING: The farsighted 
individuals will be planning now for 
his tree planting program for next 
year, The merit of tree planting 
cannot be disputed, and since the 
trees are supplied by provincial nur- 
series free of charge and there is a 
municipal tree planter available, also 
free of charge, there doesn't seem to 
be any good reasons why almost 
everyone shouldn't consider the 
planting of trees, 

There are a few basic requirements 
that can be easily met. The ground. 
must be summerfallowed for at 
least one year and be free of weeds. 

Trees should be ordered one year 
in advanc of the anticipated planting 
time. These new plantings must 
be taken care of and kept weed-free 
for at least three years. Don't pian 
to plant more trees than you are abic 
to take care of. There is a definite 
pattern that experience has taught 
us to follow in planning the tree 
planting program, There is a com- 
plete list of trees and many orna- 
mestal shrubs available froin govern- 
ment nurseries. These trees and 
shrubs are adapted to this climate 
and are winter hardy, There is also 
a right way to arrange the varieties 
in the shelterbelt for best results. 
If is it a roadside planting the trees 
should be kept back from the fence. 
line at least 75 feet. 

I will be glad to discuss your pare 
ticular planting program with you 
and make recommendations as well 
as place the order for your trees. 
Mr. Fulcher, District Agriculturist, 
at Olds will also be glad to give you 
advice on this subject and order trees 
for you.
